Mrs. Eaton had sat up in a private 


room at 
the courthouse until 2 


o'clock this morning. Then she was 
permitted to go to the judge's lobby 
where she slept on a couch until 
awakened at 4:30 and summoned to 
the courtroom. 


Of the 200 persons who remajned 
all night to hear the verdict, a few- 
were women. 


After the foreman had announced 


the 
verdict 
Chief 
Justice 
Aiken 


warned the jurors to keep secret the 
proceedings in the jurv room. 


After Mrs. 
Eaton 
had 
left the 
court room the jurors through their 
foreman asked that they might be 
allowed to meet her. 
The permis- 


sion was granted and they formed a 
semi-circle In the corridor. Mrs. 
Eaten came out from the judge's 
lobby and thanked 
them 
individ- 


ually. As she did so she burst into 
tears for the first - time 
since her 
trial started. 


A little later Mrs. Eaton gave out 


the following statement: 


"I am glad most of all because of 


my aged mother and my lame child. 
both of whom need me. I shall so 
home late today. I hope that a new- 
life will be opened to me and that 
the trials and tribulations which 
have been mine in the 
past 
are 
ended."
